Nor “ Christian.” 


He Does Not Worry, However, 
About Being Hanged 
Next July;

THE CONVICT’S ADDRESS 
TO THE AMERICAN PEOPLE. 

WaASnInoeTON, D. C., Jan. 26.—Guiteau sent to 
the press today the following: 

To the American People: Twelve men say that 
I wickedly murdered James A. Garfield. They 
did it on the faise notion that I am a disappoint- 
ed officeseeker. My speech, they say, made no 
impression on them. Iam not surprised on that 
verdict, considering their class. They do not 
pretend to be Christian men, and theretore did 
not appreciate the idea of inspirauon. They 
are men of the world and of moderate intelli- 
gence,and therefore are not capable of appre- 
ciating the character of my defense. According 
to one of them, We all nad grog at each meal 
and a cigar after ward,“ which showed their style 
and babits. Men of this kind cannot represent 
the great Christian Nation of America. 
HAD THEY BEEN HIGH-TONED CHRISTIAN 

GENTLEMEN 

the verdict would have been, Not guilty —not 


because of insanity. The mere outward act of 
sbooting would have been sane, whatever the | 


motive. If I had been a disappointed office- 
seeker, which is absolutely false, as I prove by 
my papers and Mr. Brooks’ testimony on July 
2 and 3, the outward act of shooting would bave 
been the same as if I had been directed by the 
Deity to it, or believed myself so directed to do 
it, which is the literal truth, as I prove by all 
my papers and talk on the subject. This jury 
bad not sufficient intelligence to see that point, 
and entirely ignored political and patriotic ne- 
cessity for the act, which all Christian and intel- 
ligent people see. For this reason I am entitled 
to a new trial, if for no other purpose, and we 
da ve a prodigous amount of exceptions. I want 
to employ two or three first-class lawyers to 
take charge of my case. 
THE PRINCIPAL POINT 
will be to show the non-jurisdiction of this 
court to try this indictment, because the Presi- 
dent died in New Jersey. The authorities on 
this point are conflicting, but some of the best 
lawyers in America say the predominance of 
authorities are against the jurisdiction of this 
court. I desire the court ju banc to pass upon 
this question, and have doubt but the high- 
toned Christian men representing the Washing- 
ton court in banc will give it their most careful 
attention, to the end that, if the Deity intended 
to protect me from legal liability herein by al- 
lowing the President to depart gracefully and 
peacefully in New Jersey, I shali have the bene- 
fit of the Deity’s intention. I consider it es- 
pecially providential in my favor, and ask the 
court in banc to so consider it. I have received 
some checks, but many of them have proved 
worthiess, which shows the character of the men 
that sent them. 
I- NEED MONEY 
to employ counsel. There are many people in 
America that believe in God and in my inspira- 
tion, and that I am partially insane. To you, 
men and women of America, I appeal. I ask 
you, in the name of justice, to come speedily to 
my relief. Come in person or by letters. If you 
send money, send postal order or check to my 
order. With competent legal help I can get out 
ofthis with the Lord's help, and I am sure of 
that. But good lawyers do not work for noth- 
ing. I want to employ two or three first-class 
lawyers to do my work before the court in banc. 
If [had had competent Counsel I should not 
have talked so much in court, but I disagree 
with the theorvof Mr. Scoville and Mr. Reed, 
and it bas made it unpleasant for both parties, 
and bas been a great damage to my 
defense. Judge Porter says 1 am 
right, and I agree with him, although I 
know be has abused and vilified me outrageous- 
ly when [had no alternative save to answer 
back, which [did in my usual plain way. I 
have been convicted, but the verdict cannot be 
enforced until July, in any event, and probably 
not until September. 
I GIVE MYSELF NO ANXIETY 
on account of the verdict. I hardly expected 
acguittal. The most I expected was disagree- 
ment, and then I proposed to test the question 
of jurisdiction in the court in banc. Itisa 
purely legal question, andif the opinion of 
some of the best lawyers at the American bar is 
sustained by the banc, it will end this case. I 
can gt a hearing of this in April. I make a 
special appeal to the ladies of America to come 
to my rescue. Someof them have written me 
delightful letters, and I ask each and every one 
of them to respond to the extent of their means, 
and see me in person if possible. I return my 
sincere thanks for their letters and sympatby. 
You, ladies, believe in God, and in my 
inspiration, and that I have really saved the Na- 
tion a great trouble and great expense—to-wit: 
another war. Last spring Gen. Garfield had the 
Republican party in a frightful condition, and it 
was getting worse every hour. Today everyboay 
of sense is satisfied with Gen. Arthur's Admin- 
istration, and the country is happy and prosper- 
ous. Only good bas come from Gen. Garfieid’s 
removal, which is conciusive evidence that the 
inspiration comes from the Deity. He has re- 
peatedly confirmed my act since July 2: there- 
fore let all persons quietly acquiesce in the ex- 
pressed will of the Deity.

Warden Crocker said today that the 
arrangements could ail be made for the execu- 
tion in fifteen minutes, and the feilow-prisouers 
of the assasin are eager to have the bonor to 
pull the rope that shall cause the fatal drop to 
fail. But the law which bas enabled the assasin 
to defy the court for two months is to still 
longer extend its protecting shield over bim, 
and Lawyer 80 o make one more 
great effort save 5 eful 
from the gallows. No one believes that he can 
succeed—least of all, apparentiy, Mr. Seovilie 
himself. Mr. Scoville has been as busy in the 
interests of bis client today as if the jury had 
not yesterday brought in a verdict which most 
persons think should end the case. 
TODAY HE CALLED ON GUITEAU 
at the jail and had a lengthy conversation with 
him, and tonight saw a number of callers at his 
room, and taiked over with them the outlook 
for a new trial and the best method to be 
adopted to secure it. Scoville’s energy seems 
to be undiminishe1. Tonight be satin bis poor 
quarters, a room not more than twelve by 
fourteen feet in a third-rate hotel, dimly 
lighted, and filled with a litter of papers and let- 
ters, and talked of the case with an earnestness 
and force that indicates his purpose of fighting 
it out to the last. He said he had seen Guiteau 
today, and his interview with him had been un- 
satisfactory. He said: “Ifeltitmy duty to go 
to see him today and talk over matters with 
him—not that I expected to get any seusibie 
suggestions from him, but to keep up his spirits. 
I found bim ina hopeful, confident mood. In 
fact I have always found bim so hopeful. He is 
confident where noone else can see any hope, 
and now 
HE HAS NO DOUBT WHATEVER 

that he will be granted a new trial. No one can 
get much that is satisfactory out of him, be- 
cause he has his own views as tothe value 
of anything relating to his case. We 
ask him for information on any 
point de puts us off, treats it as a matter of no 
consequence, and suggests some method of pro- 
cedure of his own which he thinks is preferable. 

There's no use argum with him, as he can't 
be brought to accept any ideas but his own. 
Coming back to the subject of his visit to the 
jail today, Mr. Scoville said be had found, on 
going out there, that 
GUITEAU HAD ISSUED ANOTHER ADDRESS 

TO THE PEOPLE, 

but ne had taken steps to prevent a repetition 
of this. He thought there was nothing to gain 
and everything to lose by the putting forth of 
such documents. They kept matters agitated, 
and provoked a discussion that was one- 
sided, as the general public could not be 
expected to see the dividing line between 
sanity and insanity in these documents. 
He had requested the Warden not to allow any 
more addresses to be issued or any documents to 
be furnished by him to the press; also, that he 
be not allowed to see any visitors except such as 
he (Scoville) desired. Mr. Scoville outlined bis 
future program briefly. He said the motion for 
a new trial would be made on Saturday, and on 
Monday Judge Cox would probably refuse it 
and give judgment against the prisoner. but 

THE SENTENCE COULD NOT BE PASSED 
before July 1. Meanwhile he would prosecute a 
writ of error before the Court in General Term 
and hoped to secure a decision in his 
favor. Should the decision be against him, 
then he supposed Guiteau must bang. He 
was asked as to what course he thought would 
be pursued if, after the motion for a new trial 
was set aside, Guiteau became a maniac —some- 
thing he had intimated might occur. He 
thought the Court or the President would order 
a postponement of sentence from time to time 
until it was clearly proven whether or not the 
prisoner was insane. 

SPEAKING AS TO THE POINTS 

on which he would ask a new trial, Scoville 
stated inadvertently that ex- Attorney-General 
MacVeagh had been fully convinced of Gui- 
teau's insanity, and that it was because of his 
statement to this effect in the Cabinet that he 
had the quarrel at the Cabinet meeting with the 
President that was reported in the papers. He 
said he was not making this statement from 
conjecture, but from iutormation in his posses- 


sien.

Between the performances the result of the 
Guiteau trial was announced, when the audi- 
ence at once broke into ioud applause. In the 
midst of the noise a hiss from the gallery was 
beard. As soon as the sigrs of approbation sub- 
sided a little the hiss became more audible, and 
there were cries of condemnation. A special 
Officer instantly discovered the man who was 
hissing. and, stepping down the steep aisie, ad- 
vised him to desist. This attracted attention to 
him, and before the officer could get him out ot 
the theatre a crowd of men and boys near by 
pitehed upon the offender. The fellow was 
badly cut and bruised by his patriotic assall- 
ants, and was rescued with great difficulty. He

THE CHINESE.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 26.—Senator Miller, 
from the Committee on Foreign Relations, ro- 
ported with an amendment a bill to enforce the 
treaty stipuiations relaiimg to the Chinese.

IN COMMITTEE. 
THE WESTERN CANALS. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 26.—The House Com- 
mittee on Canals has commenced the consid- 
eration of the various canal schemes, notably 
those which propose to connect the lakes with 
the Mississippi River. The Michigan Canal plan 
has been the first to be argued at any length. 
The Hennepin bill will soon be argued, and Mr. 
Henderson will endeavor to get consideration 
for it. The representatives of these different 
canal schemes, the aggregate cost of which will 
be several millions, will endeavor to unite their 
strength with a view to a better prospect of suc- 
cess, and the indications are that the House 
Committee will favor the general system of con- 
necting the lakes with the Mississippi River, al- 
though it is as yet tooearly to make any estimate 
of the prospects of any particular pian. 
THE HOUSE COMMITTEE ON POST-OFFICES 
this morning heard a committee of the Tariff 
Convention, composed of John Roach, Calkins; 
and Spicer, in support of the plan to aid in re- 
storing American commerce by granting subsi- 
dies for mail lines to foreign ports. Mr. Roach 
was the principal speaker, and he urged, with 
much earnestness, that the adopuon of such a 
policy by Congress would result in restoring the 
American flag to the seas, as well as in reviving 
the shipbuilding industry at home.

to secure French registers for a number of ships 
now being built on the Delaware by Mr. Roach 
for the foreign trade. The object of this is that 
the ships may be entitled to more favorable 
tonnage dues from the fact that they will sail 
under the French flag. It is not many years 
since Mr. Roach had not less positive ideas as to 
the means of restoring American commerce, 
but these ideas were of avery different char- 
acter. It was at a time when gold commanded 
an exorbitant premium on account of the War, 
when the price of iron was extremely high, 
when labor was dear, when American com- 
merce, as a result of the War, of high tariff, and

Then it was that Mr. Roach appeared before the 
Lynch Committee, organized to inquire into the 
navigation interests of the United States, at tho 
second session of the Forty-first Congress, and 
said: “I do not come hereto ask a bounty. I 
come here to tell you that, while all other 
articies of American produce are protected to 
a great extent, there is no protection for Ameri- 
can ships. If Congress will take off all the duties 
from American iron and reduce it to the price 
of foreign iron, then we are prepared to compete 
with foreign shipbuiiders.”’ , 
MR. noLu 

put this question: Tou think, then, that a ro- 
bate of the taxes would be a sufficient encour- 
agement to shipbuilding?’ 

Mr. Roach — Yes, sir. If we could avail our- 
selves of the benefit of it.“ 

After stating that he would want such changes 
in the tariff laws as would enabie him to obtain 
iron and shipbuilding materials free of duty, 
Mr. Roach continued: “If such relief be given, 
it will enabie us to build ships.

Mr. Roach wants a Lhe deal more now than 
to have the Government simply take off the tar- 
ir on American iron. He desires that shipbuild- 
ing materials shall be entered free of duty, and 
also that the Government shall grant liberal 
subsidies, without which he draws the vivid 
picture of the American shipbuilding interests 
in a struggie for life. 


MR. ROACH IS EVIDENTLY DELIGHTED 
with the majority of this committee, on whom 
he confidently counts for a favorable report 
granting steamship subsidies to be called lib- 
eral mail contracts.” Mr. Roach claimed today 
that he was much more interested in the subject 
in bis capacity as ship-owner than as ship- 
builder. He was so self-sacrificing and disin- 
terested in the matter that, if he thought kK 
would be better for the American merchant 
marine to have free ships, he would will- 
ingly close his ship-yard.

LIQUOR-DRINKING. 
ARGUMENTS BEFORE THE PROHIBITION 
COMMITTEE. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WaSmNarox, D. C., Jan . — The Specia] Com- 
mittee on the Alcoholic Liquor Trafiic today 
agreed to favorably report the bill which cre- 
ates a commission to investigate the sale of 
aicobolic liquors. No other decision was to have 
been expected from that committee, a majority 
of the members of which, in accordance with 
parliamentary usage, was composed of those 
who favor the commission. It was apparent 
from the arguments which have been heid be- 
fore the committee that the appointment of the 
com mission is in the interests of prohibition, an 
avowal which will not greatly aid to secure the 
votes necussary to have the commission appoint- 
ed. Mr Power, of New York City, one of the officers 
of the United States Temperance Alliance, con- 
ceded that the whole movement for the com- 
mission of five had emanated from his associa- 
tion. This admission will unite against the bill 
the very large class in Congress which is op- 
posed to anything that looks like legisiation in 
the interest of prohibition, or legisiation of a 
sumptuary character. The proposition to cre- 
ate a commission was not reported without very 
earnest opposition from outside the committee. 

LOUIS SCHADR, 
editor and proprietor of the Washington Senti- 
nel, a newspaper published here largely in the 
interests of the Germans, appeared before tne 
committee and made an argument against the 
commission. It was io ausw to 
the charges that de made chat the 
petitions asking for the appointment 
of the commission proceeded from the United 
States Temperance Alliance, and that the agents 
of that alliance admitted the fact. Mr. Schade 
in his arguments attempted to carry the war 
into Africa, and made an agyressive speech, not 
only against the Prohibitiooists ut against the 
sections of the country where proaibition mainly 
prevails. The drift of bis argument was that 
PROHIBITION DOES NOT PROUIBIT, 
and that, consequently, the commission is not 
wise. He mane a broad distinction between 
temperance and prohibition. He claimed that, 
notwithstanding the existence of prohibition 
laws in Maine and Vermont, the  iIn- 
ternal Revenue Bureau shows that in 
1881 there were 820 liquor-licenses taken out 
in Maine and 409 in Vermont. Gov. Dingley 
suggested that these were taken out by apothe- 
caries, but Schade insisted that these apothe- 
caries’ stores were substantially drinking- places, 
and were so recognized by the United States 
authorities. In Maine the number of retail 
liquor-licenses bas increased over 100 per cent 
in four years, 
BREWERS, 

however, did nut flourish. In 1881 there was nota 
single brewery in either State. The effect of pro- 
hibition, he claimed, was to encourage by pocrisy 
without decreasing drunkeness. He read a 
communication from the British Consul at Port-

THE CANAL NOTES. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. .- Lord Granviile, 
in reply to Secretary Blaine's letter of June 2 
(already published), notes the especial stress laid 
by Blaine upon the objection made by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to any concerted 
action of the European Powers for the purpose 
of guaranteeing the neutrality of the canal or 
determining the conditions of its use, and 
says: “I do not now propose to enter into 
a detailed argument in reply to Blaine's 
observations. I should wish, therefore, merely 
to point vut to you that the position of Great 
Britain and the United States with reference to 
the canal, irrespective of the magnitude of the 
commercial relations of the former Power with 
the countries to and from which, if completed, 
it will form a highway, is determined by engage- 
ments entered into them rospectively in a 
convention which wus signed at Washington 
the 19th of April, 1856, commonly known as the 
Clayton- Bulwer treaty; and her Majesty's Gov- 
erument rely with confidence upon the observ- 
ance of all the engagements of that treaty.“ 

BLAINE’S LETTER IN BEPLY 

to this communication is dated Nov. 29, 1881, and 
is very long, making 7,000 or 8,000 words.

Two Accidents in the Far West 


Resulting in Loss of 
Life. 


The Perils of Winter Navigation. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 26.—The party of seamen 
who were terribly frozen during the recent cold 
weather arrived at the Chelsea Marine Hospital 
today. There were members of the crew of the 
L. A. Burnham, a three-masted schooner be- 
longing in South Boston. They left Port Royal 
for Boston on the 10th inst. with a cargo of lum- 
ber, experienced fine weather up to Sunday, 
when the cold wave struck them. The air was 
intensely cold. The wind blew a _ gale. 
The spray, dashing over the vessel, froze 
as soon us it fell, and deck, 
bulwarks, masts, and rigging were soon com- 
pletely ineased in ice. The vessel kept on her 
course, however, and, after an extremely rough 
passage, made Block Isiand Monday morning. 
At 4 p. m. they arrived off Wood's Holl and 
cast anchor. Up to this time, although the crew 
had suffered greatiy from the cold, none of 
them aatlicipated any serious result from the 
icy weather. Within half an hour, however, 
after the sails were furled the clothing of the 
mate and three of the crew were frozen stiff, the 
Captain escaping tbrough bis having been more 
warmly clad and having been able to 
take better care of himself. The names of the 
injured, men, who are all single, are Lewis 
Prodee, both feet frozen badly; Frank Neison, 
both feet frozen very badiy; W. H. Viiison, 
both feet and hands frozen; Charles 8. Stack- 
pole, both hands frozen. The first three are 
Italians, while Stackpoie belongs in Thompson, 
Me. Capt. Harding went ashore and notitied the 
authorities at Wood's Holl of the disabled con- 
dition of his crew, but for some unexplained 
reasun po pro ‘care seems to have been 
taken of them. They were not removed to the 
shore, us it might be expected they would 
have been, but were allowed two remain on the 
vessel from Monday unth this morning, terribly 
frozen as they were, Meanwhiietelegrams were 
seut to Taunton, Providence, Fall River, and 
other places, stating their position aad svuliciting 
hospitality. No favorable answer to tne dis- 
paivhes was received, — until thie morn- 
ved from the bospital 
at Chelsea that they could be accom ted 
there. It is feared amputation of all the in- 
jured members will have tu take place.

The Transportation Facilities of the 
Various Overland Routes to the Paci-

— There is also on the Atchison, Topeka & 
nta Fé Road, a special freight tariff for the 
exclusive benefit of emigrants and miners, but 
subject to change without notice. On the Union 
and Central Pacific Roads, the emigrant train is 
about twelve miles per hour, making the through 
time eight to nine days from Omaha. Emigrants 
are © Only about one-half as much for 
meals as first-class passengers, or, if they prefer, 
they can carry cooked provisions with them, 
and buy coffee or tea at the eating-houses, and 
eat on the train. Emigrant tickets are good be- 
tween Chicago and Omaha for eight days, but no 
stop-over checks are issued further west. 

By far the most uncomfortabie passenger by 
either line is the one with a second-class ticket, 
who pays from Chicago $27.30 less for his ticket 
than the first-ciass passenger, and $32.50 more 
than the emigrant. He is not allowed Puilman- 
car privileges, is compelled to ride in the smok- 
Ing-car of the express train, and has but very 
littie pleasure in connection with his overland 
journey. On the Southern Pacific, the seats in 
the smoking-cars are not provided with cushb- 
ions, and the boards become very hard before a 
1 trip is completed. 

The eating-houses on the southern route as a 
rule are not as well stocked with provisions and 
as comfortably kept as the houses on the 
northern. The entire cost of meals from the 
Missouri to the Pacitic is $10.25, and this sum is 
not great, considering the number of meals and 
the character of the country through which the 
road . On the northern roads the price 
per meal is generally $1, and there are thirteen

The Southern Pacific during its entire len 
except at the Tehacapi Pass and the San Fer- 
nando Mountains, has been abie to follow the 
natural grade, and for hundreds of miles the 
road runs across an almost perfectly level desert 
or plain. On the eastern connection the en- 
gineering difficulties are much more numerous, 
andin the Glorieta and Raton Mountains the 
cutting is very heavy and the tunneling is long. 

From the Colorado line to the Rio Grande Val- 
ley the country is very barren, and the diffi- 
culties to be surmounted were as great as those 
experienced by the Central Pacific builders in 
crossing the Sierra. The pass over the Raton 
Mountains is about 8,000 feet, and that over the 
Santa Fé about 7,400. At the Katon Pass 
grade is nearly 200 feet to the mile, and a pow- 
erful engine is employed at each end of every 
train. 

There are more accidents right here than on 
any other stretch of railroad in the country,” 
said a Colorado traveler as we were crossing the 
celebrated pass. “They used to send the cars 
over on a switchback, but that was found to 
be too dangerous, and tunneling was adopted.

A Portion of the City of Bradford, Pa.,

BRADFORD, Pa., Jan. 26.—It has been raining 
continuously for twenty-four hours, and this 
evening the ice in the river broke up and massed 
near the Mechanic street bridge, in the heart 
of the city. In less thantwo bours the water 
rose ten feet and a balf, entirely flooding a sec- 
tion of the city calied the Island.“ For over 
two hoursa streamof water afoot in depth 
flowed through Wasbington, Mechanic, Ken- 
nedy, Brayiston, Peari, und Pine streets. The 
lock-up was so badly flooded that the prisoners, 
six in number, were removed. Cellars 
and houses ali along the banks of the 
stream were under water, and the damage to 
private property is inealculabie. At 10 o’ciock 
the gorge was ken by cutting a dam, andin a 
short time the water had fallen six feet, and 
further danger to the city was over. Several 
bridges along the river were swept away in the 
vicinity. Great damage was done by the over- 
flow. As far as learned no lives were lost. 

LATER.—Another ice gorge formed above 
Mechanic street at II Opiock.

A DAY or two ago the New York Tribune 
summarized the state of trade in the follow- 
ing paragraph: 

The condition of the export trade continues 
the le zt satistactory feature of the situation. 
The imports are lurge; last week the increase 


over the corresponding week last year was more 
than 70 per cent, and for the three weeks of Jau- 


the a te vaiue of imports bere bas 
— 2 00 against $24,460,000 last year. 
There ate some signs that domestic trade is cet- 
ting out of joint on account of the want of an 
outlet for surplus products, or for other ren- 
sons. Here and there manufacturing establish- 
ments, which were enjoying bright prospects a 
month or two ago, have lowered prices, reduced 
hands, or shortened hours, and these incidents, 
though not by any means frequent enough to 
indicate a inning of reaction, concur with 
t s of exchanges in showing that the 
interior movement is for the moment less regu- 
lar and healthy than it was some time ago. At 
most of the cities the exchanges still show a 
large increase in the volume of busiress over 
that of January last. but at the prineipal cen- 
tres of wholesale trade a decline has appeared 
since the new year begun. 

The reason for all this is very clear. 
People have been reaching out too far and 
grabbing for too much. The manufacturers, 
under the hot-house system, have developed 
prices to a degree which admits: foreign 
articles in spite of the tariff and shuts off 
home productions completely from all other 
markets. The spirit of extravagance has 
been bred by brief prosperity, and zeal in 
enterprise has outrun judgment. It is an 
old story, and the sequel is always the same. 
The time is not far distant when the ship- 
ment of goldin payment of exchanges will 
begin again, unless the correction noticeable 
in the retrenchment cited in the above para- 
graph shall be general enough to reduce 
prices, contract the volume of production, 
and especially check the movement in the 
direction of wild and unprofitable invest- 


ments. 


END OF GUITEAU’S TRIAL. 

It is gratifying to note the universality of 
the feeling of satisfaction with which the re- 
sult of the Guiteau trial is greeted. It is not 
less widespread than was the grief evoked 
by the act of the assasination. The country 
breathes easier since that word “guilty” has 
been flashed wherever electric wires run, 
and fallen under the eye of civilized man 
throughout the round globe. 

The march toward justice was long and 
toilsome, and full of humiliations to all 
whose duty it was to take part in the prose- 
ecution of the foul-mouthed, profane, blas- 
phemous murderer. The world beheld with 
astonishment the forbearance of the Court, 
the patience of witnesses, lashed by the vile 
tongue of the unrestrained prisoner, and the 
modesty of the prosecuting counsel, taunted 
and reviled by a wretch than whom none 
baser ever stood in the dock of a criminal 
court. Under the infliction of this disgusting 
spectacle, continued from day to day, witha 
running accompaniment of critical, satirical, 
and severe comment from the press of the 
countries which had lately joined so heartily 
in the mourning for Garfield, the American 
people grew restive. Long before the con- 
clusion of the trial they began to bow their 
heads in shame, fearfully apprehending such 
aconspicuous failure of justice as would 
make them, in a measure, particepes criminis 
with the wretch upon whose head the wrath 
of ali mankind had sternly fallen. 

It was, therefore, with a feeling of great 
relief that the people heard the grateful 
news of the prompt action of the jury in the 
Guiteau case. As the trial was the most 
conspicuous in history, not only on account 
of the illustrious character of the prisoner’s 
victim and the peculiar atrocity ot the act, 
but because of the widespread publicity 
given to it through the aid of modern news 
appliances, se it was watched with a deeper 
interest than any other—an interest propor- 
tioned to the profound depths of teeling 
which were stirred by the death of Garfield. 

At certain striking periods of the trial the 
interest became intense beyond description, 
deepening into an agony of suspense. It 
was felt that the strain of the trial—the 


profanity, obscenity, and blasphemy; his 
unrebuked siander, abuse, and vituperation 
of counsel and witnesses; the impudence of 
the counsel for the defense; their low arts, 
their evident purpose to protract the trial to 
the utmost limit ot time, their willingness to 
allow the faise impression of a change of 
public sentiment in Gviteau’s favor, con- 
stantly difmed into the ears of jurors by 
him, to obtain credence—it was felt that this 
strain could only be effaced by a verdict of 
“Guilty”! But it was feared that this ver- 
dict would not be recorded—this verdict so 
perfectly in consonance with the popular 
sense of justice. We say popular sense of 
justice“ not as a conclusion carefesly arrived 
at as the public sometimes reach-¢pnclusions, 
but as an opinion framed after eareful con- 
sideration of the evidence. Mag 

There is no question that at the beginning 
of the trial opinion Was divided as to the 
sanity of (initeau. Some hoped that he 
might bel found insane, desiring, for the 
honor of the American name, that he should 
be so declared rather than that histery 
should record the death of a President of 
the Republic at the hands of a disappointed. 
vindictive, revengeful politician, and this 
hope colored their views. Others in the 
goodness of their hearts believed Gulteau in- 
sane, because they could not realize the 
atrocious act as that ofa sane man. Others, 
but this class was very small indeed, felt a 
\ degre’ of mandlin sympathy with the wretch 
in chains—that maudlin, sentimental sym- 
pathy which follows every criminal to jail 
and seeks by every artifice to cheat Justice of 
her dues. But the shameful conduct of the 
prisoner in the court-room drove this latter 
elass from his side. His coarseness, his bru- 
tality, his savagery, his vindictiveness, his 
remorseless pursuit with the vilest epithets 
of the first person, the last person, and all the 
| persons who differed with him in the small- 
est degree, robbed him of the sympathy of 
every member of the class of maudlin senti- 
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was universally ä 
sanity died out of the human brain, and pity 
for his condition was swallowed up in the 
stern desire for bis punishment. This ver- 
dict of the public was long ago recorded; 
the verdict of the jury, awaited with in- 
patience, merely eonfirmed and legalized it. 

But bow slow and painful are the steps of 
justice! More than four months have elapsed 
since Garfield was borne to the tomb, and his 
murderer has only just heard the ver«dict— 
“Guilty”! Garfield’s wasted body is fast 
moldering away to dust, but Guiteau still 
lives to.shout wrathfully and blasphemously 
into the ears of the faithful jury: God will 
avenge this outrage!” 

Nor is this by any means the end of the 
Guiteau case. Many months must still 
elapse in the natural course of justice be- 
fore the hangman can be called to do his 
work. And Brother-in-law Scoville an- 
nounces that he will exhaust every quibble 
of the law to save the neck of the assasin. 
But more than this: he indulges the gift of 
prophecy in behalf of Guitean. He predicts 
that he will become a raving maniac.” It 
is to be expected that the assasin will not be 
slow to fulfill this prophecy. As he has 
played the insanity röle in court for three 
months, it is to be expected that he will now 
play the role of a “raving maniac” in jail; 
and that his ravings will be faithfully re- 
ported to the public by Mr. Scoville and Mr. 
Reed. 


THE TRUCE IN THE RAILROAD WAR. 
There is not much hope that the present 
truce between the trunk-line railroads, 
based upon a temporary restoration of last 
summer’s rates, will result in any enduring 
or binding treaty for some time tocome. All 
the conditions seem to be unfavorable to 
pooling. Some of these may be mentioned: 

1. The railroad facilities are just now far 
in excess of the traffic. There is no foreign 
demand for grain held at present prices in 
the West, and no indication of any purpose 
on the part of the holders to abate their ex- 
actions. There will not be much change in 
this condition until the yield of the new 
crop shall be well in sight. If the next 
harvest promises abundance the holders of 
grain in the West will begin to let it 
go for what it will bring; if not, specula- 
tion may run up the price still 
higher, and shipments will continue 
to be comparatively small far into spring. 
So long as there is a shortage of business the 
railroads are pretty sure to compete for it, 
and no sort of agreement has yet been found 
strong enough to prevent them from eutting 
rates where rivalry in obtainmg business 
prompts that policy. 

2. It there were more material to haul, 
and the people were anxious to ship, still the 
recent increase of railroad facilities, the new 
routes which have been made up by new 
connections, and especially the winter water 
route down the Mississippi, would divide up 
the business to such an extent as to make 
competition and the cutting of rates almost 
certain, It may be accepted by the railroads 
as inevitable that, whenever they charge 
more than 20 cents per 100 pounds for haul- 
ing grain from the West to the Eastern sea- 
board, the Mississippi route will be a strong 
competitor, and can safely count upon taking 
the products of the Southwestern States. 
There is no doubt that the barge facilities 
have been increased enormously during the 
past year, and the time is near at hand when 
the Mississippi will furnish during the win- 
ter season almost as formidable a competi- 
tion as the lakes provide during the summer 
season. 

3. Even if the two conditions we have 
named could be overcome, there is a third 
which seems to be an insurmountable obsta- 
cle in the way of any permanent agreement 
between the rival roads. We refer to the 
question of differential rates. It has been 
demonstrated abundantly by actual experi- 
ence, and is fully set forth by the statistics 
of the trade at different periods, that the 
difference of $1 or even 50 cents per ton in 
favor of the nearest A’lantic ports, such as 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, makes a serious 
inroad upon New York’s business, New York 
determined not to submit to a loss of busi- 
ness by this means nor to tolerate the growth 
of business at Boston, Philadelphia, and 
Baltimore at her expense. It cannot be de- 
nied that New York is well equipped to make 
the fight on this ground. There is reason to 
believe that, notwithstanding the difference 
in distance, the New York Central can hau) 
freight as cheaply from the West to the New 
York outlet as the other roads can to Phil- 
adelphia and Baltimore. Distance is not the 
only element in the contest. It is claimed 
that the difference in distance is fuliy offset 
by the saving in the necessary propelling 
force, and consequent economy in coal, ma- 
chinery, and human labor, which is made on 
a level roadbed; it is simply a question 
whether it is not fully as expensive to haula 
given load over a mountain grade, though 
the distance be shorter, as it is to 
go around the mountains and avoid the steep 
pulls. New York maintains the affirmative 
of this proposition, and on many accounts 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s interests are identical with 
those of New York. The local traffic of the 
New York Central is so large and so profit- 
able that it is probably better prepared to 
continue the fight than its rivals are, and it 
may be assumed that the fight will go on 
with more or less vigor until the dispute 
over differential rates shall be definitively, 
permanently, and, above all, fairly settled. 

Wedo notcare to draw any conclusions 
now as to what the effect of renewed and 
prolonged hostilities may be, nor to discuss 
whether the ultimate advantages will offset 
the incidental losses. All that seems certain 
about the matter is that the railruad war is 
by ho means at an end. 


Ir has been said that “great oaks from 
little acorns grow, and it is to be hoped 
that the little blackleg reform which Mayor 
Harrison is said to have inaugurated may 
take root and develop luto something broader 
and more imposing. So far as reported, Mr. 
Harrison has gone no further than to decree 
that the gawbling-houses shall set no more 
dinners or free iunches, shall serve no more 
liquors either on sale or to be given away, 
and shall close their doors by 7 o’clock on 
Saturday evenings. So far, so good. Car- 
ter’s theory is that free entertainment is an 
inducement to visit the gambling-houses, 
and that, as the mechanics and workingmen 
are usually paid off on Saturday night, they 
should be protected from the temptation of 
the faro-rooms on that particular evening. 
if the latter part of the Mayor’s order 
shall be strictly enforced as to the “10-cent”’ 
and cheaper gambling-houses, it may be pro- 
ductive ot much good. But Mayor Harrison 
seeins to ignore entirely the logic of his posi- 
tion. If it be desirable that the gambling- 
houses be closed on Saturday nights, it is 
equally desirabie that they be closed on ail 
other nights, If it be within his, discretion 
to order them closed on Saturday nights, it 
is equally within his discretion to order them 
closed during the rest of the week. Lf it be 

ble for the police to enforce this or- 
der for Saturday wights, it is equally, prac- 
ticabie for the police to enforce a similar or- 
der all the time. It cannot be denied that 
Elmer Washburn. when Superintendent of 
Police, was able to shut up the 
gambiing-houses, and keep them shut; 
and Mr. Harrison's pronunciamento as 
to Saturday night gambling affirms his be- 
lief in the power of the police, under the 


‘orders of the Mayor, to close those places. 
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It is evident that the Mayor’s Saturday piaht 
morals have been improved under the press- 
ure of the public condemnation of the en- 
couragement he has afforded the gamblers, 
and we bope that this pressure may be kept 
up till Mr. Carter Harrison may see the pro- 
priety of adopting the same rule of ethics 
for the other days in the week.

THE SUPREME COURT AND CHICAGO. 

The boundaries of the districts for the 
election of Supreme Court Judges must, by 
the terms of the Constitution, be changed “ at 
the session of the General Assembly next 
preceding the election for Judges therein.” 
When the present districts were established 
the result of the census of 1870 was not 
known. Equality between the several dis- 
tricts in respect to population could not be 
provided for. But it was stipulated that 
* whenever alterations shall be made“ in the 
future “the districts shall be composed of 
contiguous counties in as nearly compact 
form as circumstances will permit.” Changes 
which have taken place since 1870 have in- 
creased the inequality of the districts. 
Judge Dickey, for example, represents a 
population of 726,450, or considerably more 
than one-fifth of the whole population of the 


State. But he is one of seven Judges. 


The three Judges who dissented from the 
opinion in Klokke vs. Dodge, affecting the 
Probate Courts, represent almost as many 
people as the four Judges who concurred in 
it. The figures are;

If the seven districts could be exactly 
divided according to population the average 
number of people contained in each would 
be 430,406. The opinion was brought in, 
therefore, by fou Judges representing BU. 
708 less population than that number of 
Judges ought to represent. ‘The inequality 
in the case of most of the districts cannot be 
rectified until 1888, when five of the seven 
Judges will go out of office. Judge Craig’s 
term of office, however, expires June 2 next, 
and his district ought to be rearranged 
by the Legislature at its special session. 
Otherwise his district will be anomalous 
when the other parts of the reapportionment 
are made, 

The opinion of the Supreme Court in the 
ease of Klokke vs. Dodge was presumably 
dictated by good motives, and it will not do 
to say that any of the Judges were actuated 
by indifference or hostility to the interests of 
the great commercial community of the State. 
Still it is proper to notice that the four South- 
ern Judges concurred in that opinion, and 
the three Northern Judges dissented from it. 
The Supreme Court sees too little of Chica- 
go, and thinks too little of it. On this ac- 
count it might be a useful thing for the peo- 
ple of Cook County if the provision of the 
Constitution for the holding of one term of 
court in Chieago annually were acted upon. 
That provision is as follows: 


One or more terms of said Gurt shall be held 
for the Northern Division in the City of Chicago 
each year, at such times as suid court muy ap- 
point, whenever said city or the County of Cook 
sball = rooms therefor and the use of a 
suitabie library without expense to the State. 


The Law Institute would doubtless ex- 
tend the use of its library to the Supreme 
Court, and a room for the meeting of the 
court might easily be provided by the County 
Commissioners. If the holding of one or 
more terms of the court iu this city annually 
would help to inform the Judges of the in- 
terests and wants of the metropolis, the giv- 
ing of the required accommodations would 
be comparatively a very small matter. 


THE CASE OF JIMMY CARROLL. 

The petitions presented to the Canadian 
authorities for the pardon of James Carroll, 
alias Jones, show the utter worthiesness of 
all such recommendations to mercy. Carroll 
isa notorious professional thief. He has 
been engaged in a number of bank-robberies. 
His picture adorns a hundred “ rogues’ gai- 
leries.“ Ile has frequently appeared in the 
Criminal Court, and has been convicted ot 
crime, but he has never been. properly pun- 
ished in Illinois, because his friends“ here 
were too powerful. He has been not only a 
thief himseif, but an instructor of thieves. 
For years his residence in this county was 
tacitly tolerated on the condition that he 
should not operate at home; and, in honor- 
able fulfillment of his pledge, he made flying 
excursions to Galesburg and to Northern 
Alabama, where he committed bank-rob- 
beries that procured for him the admiration 
of the entire craft. When he “removed ” to 
Canada several indictments were hanging 
over him, and he was under bail to 
answer a criminal charge. He had been in 
Canada a very short time when he was ar- 
rested for robbery, convicted, and sent to 
prison, where he now is. He had left the 
difference between Canadian and IIIinois 
justice out of his calculations. 

The alleged petitions for the pardon of this 
desperate character and hardened offender 
are signed by the Mayor of Chicago, the 
President of a leading bank, ten Aldermen, 
three County Commissioners, twenty-four 
out of fifty-one State Senators, thirty-two As- 
semblymen, and a number of reputable 
merchants of Chicago. It is certified in these 
petitions that Carroll is “ a reputable horse- 
dealer“; aud that he is incapable of com- 
mitting the robbery for which he was sen- 
tenced’’; that he has “a wife and family in 
need of the protecting care and financial aid 
of a beloved husband; and that he is in all 
respects a worthy citizen. 

It is inconceivable that all of the sig- 
natures attached to these petitions were hon- 
estly obtained, but many of them unques- 
tionably were. Among the names are those 
of some of the most noted gamblers in Chi- 
cago, and persons of very unsavory reputa- 
tion have put their signatures by the side of 
those of “the truly good,” who now dis- 
claim any knowledge of Carroll. So far as 
the signatures of the latter are genuine they 
are evidences of the greatest carelesness, 
They were affixed without sufficient inquiry 
to oblige a friend,” or, as a mere matter of 
routine, they certified to facts as being with- 
in the writers’ knowledge, which, from the 
nature of the case, could not beso. They 
exhibit a deplorable want of conscience 
either on the part of those who lent their 
names for this unworthy purpose or of those 
who induced them to sign by making false 
representations. 

The petition hoax has been so often prac- 
ticed that its further use ought to be impos- 
sible. Any ordinary petition for pardon 
ought to have no more weight with the Ex- 
ecutive power than the blauk paper upon 
which it is written. It is well known that 
some years ago almost every member of the 
Illinois General Assembly was induced bya 
practical joker to sign a petition for the re- 
moval in disgrace of the Speaker of that 
body, who was an efficient and faithful of- 
ficer, and enjoyed the confidence of all his 
fellow-members. : 

Still more recently there has been wit- 
nessed in this county the extraordinary 
spectacle of a convieted post-office thief run- 
ning at large through the misplaced clemency 
of a United States Judge, and hawking about 
the streets a petition for his own pardon. 
Yet this offender had stolen more than 200 
letters, and had committed nearly that num- 
ber of distinct thefts. Happily the ideas of 
justice which prevail in the United States 
and State courts of IIlinois are not approved 
in the courts of Canada Carroll got his 
deserts in the Dominion, as he would prob- 
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work in unison. They exercise a tremendous 
influence in the election of the Judges who 
pass sentence upon them; yet some of tlose 
Judges contend for the right to suspend sen- 
tence upon these very offenders and 
willingly subject themselves to a press- 
ure which they must often find 

difficult to resist, That our Judges 
areas uniformly pure and ableas they are 
known to be is, under the circumstances, a 
marvel. That their successors will always 
be as worthy to sit upon the bench as they 
are, if the same conditions continue, we do 
not believe. The lesson of the Carroll case 
should be that the power of the courts to 
punish offenders ought to be reinforced, and 
the power of the Executive to pardon hedged 
about by restrictions as to the fullest pub- 
licity and accountabllity to the Legislature 
through annual reports for every exercise of 


this prerogative. 


PERSECUTION OF THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 

The barbarous persecution of the Jews in 
Russia and Poland during the past year, 
which is only the supplement to the Jew- 
baiting” in Germany, has at last aroused the 
indignation of the British press and people 
in an unusual manner. Large public meet- 
ings have been held to protest against it, and 
it ouly adds to the tide of indignation that 
the Russian Minister declines to forward to 
the Czar the action of these meetings. That 
functionary evidently would defend himself 
by saying that the Czar and his Ministers 
have not been concerned in these persect- 
tions, and that the action of these meetings 
does not represent the English Government, 
but the English people. But the fact still 
remains of these brutal and abominabie ver- 
secutions, and that there is no way of reach- 
ing them except through popular opinion in 
Europe. Fortunately popular opinion can- 
not be suppressed, and does not depend upon 
diplomatic channels to reach the ears of 
those who may not be actively concerned in 
them, but who are particepes criminis, since 
it is within their power to suppress them. 

A Ruasian correspondent of the London 
Times of Jan. 11 has compiled an account of 
these persecutions in the South and West of 
Russia since last March from authentic Infor- 
mation, which occupies several columns of that 
paper. His revelations are horrible in the 
extreme, and are almost calculated to make 
one pause and deny that such atrocities 
could occur in the nineteenth century. A 
few extracts will give our readers an idea of 
the extent of these persecutions and the hor- 
rible cruelty which characterized them. The 
Times correspondent says in general terms: 


During the past eight months a tract of coun- 
try equal in area to the British Isies and 
combined, stretching from the Baltic to the 
Biack Sea, bas been the scene of horrors that 
bave hitherto only been perpetrated in medieval 
days during times of war. Men ruthlesiy mur- 
dered, tender infants dashed to death, or roasted 
alive in theirown bomes, married women the 
prey of a brutal lust that bas often caused their 
death, and young giris violated in the sight of 
their relatives by soldiers who should have been 
the guardians of their honor—these have been 
the deeds with which the population of South- 
eru Russia bas been stained siace last April. In 
the face of these horrors loss of property is of 
little moment, yet they have been accompaaied 
by the razing ot whole streets inhabited by 
Jews, by the systematic firing of the Jewish 
quarters of towus in Western Kussia, and by the 
pillage of all the property on which thousands 
of Jewish families were dependent for existence. 

The details are almost too horrible for con- 
templation. The persecution broke out at 
Elizabethgrad April 27, 1881, and lasted two 
days. During that time the Jewish quarter 
was at the mercy of the mob, 500 houses and 
100 shops were destroyed, thirty Jewesses 
were outraged by soldiers who had been 
called out to put down the riots, and the 
property destroyed and stolen amounted to 
2,000,000 rubles (31,500,000). After the pause 
of a week a whole series of riots broke out, 
the principal one being at Kief, where in 
one day 2,000 Jews were left without shelter 
by the burning of their houses. Four were 
killed and twenty-five women were violated, 
five of whoin died from their injuries. The 
next day in the Province of Cherson, while 
the Jews were in their synagog, the mob 
rushed in, seized numerous women and vio- 
lated them, then fired the synagog and Jew- 
ish houses. By this timeall Southern Rus- 
sia was the scene of riot and massacre, and 
in very few instances did the authorities in- 
terpose to prevent it. The Times corre- 
spondent gives the following shocking de- 
tails of what occurred in May along the 


banks of the Dnieper: 

Up to this time the riots bad chiefly arisen 
among the urban populations, but they now 
spread into the rural districts and reached eve 
little village where even a single Jew resided.. 
A Jew was murdered at KRasdory, a few miles 
southeast of Orjechow, and at Zoamenka, near 
Nikopol, on the Unieper, a Jewish innkeeper 
numed Resser was murdered and his wife dis- 
houored, after which both were cast into the | 
river. At Balka, also on the bank of the 
Dojeper, there was only one Jew, Allowiez by 
name. A band of rumlans went to his house on 
May 17, and, finding him absent, they violated 
his wife, and to conceal the crime set fire to the 
house while the poor woman lay belpless in it. 
All this was witnessed by her little daughter 
crouched in aditch hard by. On the preceding 
day another tragedy bud occurred at Kitzkis, 
where the house of one Preskoff was set on tire, 
and he with two little children left to roast in 
it, while the wife and mother looked on, vainly 
appealing for mercy to the ruffianly perpetra- 
tors Of the crime. At Gregorievk a Jewish inn- 
keeper named Ruffmann was cooped in one of 
bis own ®arreis and cast into Dneiper. 
Again, at Kanzeropol a man named Enman was 
murdered brutally and his wife violated and 
afterwards kilied. 


Since that time nota month, and hardly a 
week, has passed without bringing the hor- 
rible tidings of fresh violence and atrocities 
from almost every part of Southern and 
Western Russia, culminating in the Warsaw 
riots at Christmastime, when thousands of 
victims were stripped ot their homes and re- 
duced to beggary. In two places—Kief and 
Odessa—the mere suspicion that Sarah Beru- 
hardt was a Jewess was sufficient to lead to 
fresh attacks upon the Jewish quarters. Dur- 
ing the last nine months the Jewish quarters 
have been destroyed in over 160 towns, and in 
forty-five towns in Southern Russia alone 
there have been twenty-three murders of 
women and children, seventeen deaths caused 
by violation, and no fewer than 225 cases of 
outrage on Jewesses. And the end is not 
yet! 

What justification or pretext do the Rus- 
sians plead for these atrocities? They urge, 


first, that one class of Jews has monopolized 
the liquor-selling busihess in Russia—all 
the low drinking-shops and disorderly 
houses in the principal towns; second, that 
they have monopolized the peddler business, 
and are dishonest in their transactions; 
third, that they have monopolized the pawn- 
broker and small money-changing business, 
and charge exorbitant usury; fourth, that 
they will not engage lm agricultural or use- 
ful industrial pursuits; fifth, that having 
control of the grog-shops they keep the 
Siavs and Tartars full of whisky and empty 
their pogkets; and being in possession of 
realy money obtained by sharping, they loan 
the fuddied and improvident Russian peas- 
ants money at cut-throat interest, taking 
mortgages on their farms, and when this has 
sufficiently accumulated, foreclose, get the 
land and rack rent it to the peasants ; and last- 
ly, that they never become nationalized or at- 
filiate with Russian people or institutions, but

Tue worst squeezed lemon in Europe is 
Egypt. It is a little couutry of less fertile area 
than half of IIlinois, and containing about 
5,000,000 poverty-stricken tababitants—slaves 
rather. The ex-Khedive, or Prinee, borrowed 
money in the most reckicss nanner, until be 
ran up a bonded debt of over 400 millions of 
dollars, drawing, most of it, 6 per cent interest. 
The actual amount of money which he got from 
the French and English bondholdefs was not 
much more than 200 millions, and the money 
was squandered in building palaces, multiply- 
ing harems, and in riotous living. Finally, 
upon failing to pay the bondheiders their 
usury, they upset him, and seated his son on 
the throne, and placed a joint commission of 
Coutrollers in charge of the Treasury to collect 
the taxes and revenues and pay them over to 
these bloodsuckers. The Egyptians have become 
restive, and are determined to shake off this for- 
eign yoke if they can. The budget which has 
produced the preseut disturbance is a bill of ap- 
propriauons for the new year. It sets down the 
gross income of the nation at $43,792,795. Over 
one-half of this amount ($25,000,000) is to goto the 
foreign creditors, and $3,500,000 more as tribute to 
the Sultan of Turkey.

Suflice it to say that out of 
the very respectabie gross income above named 
there remains, after ali the various expenses are 
deducted, a paltry surplus of about $10,000. How 
Egypt is ever to get out of its present financial 
straits, under such a condition of affairs, would 
puzzie the wisest bankers of the worid to tell. 
No doubt the entire hopelesness of the situation 
is the very thorn which has stung the Notables 
and Arabi Bey iuto a quasi revolt against the ar- 
rangement of the Foreign Controilers-General

PRISON OFFAL. 


The Warden of the Northern Indiana 
Penitentiary Said to Have an Exceed- 
ingly Fat Contract. 

Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 26.—A few days ago 

Herald, of this city, published a statement to the 

effect that Warden Murdock, of the Northern 

Prison, bad a contract with the prison authori- 

ties whereby, for the small sum of $300 a year, 

he obtained all the refuse of the prison. inciud- 
ing slops, grease, hides, and tallow of siaugh- 
tered beeves, empty pork-barreis, etc., which 
the Heraid’s informant stated were worth any- 
where from $5,000 to $10,000 a year. Mr. Beeson, 
one of the Directors of the prison, was in the city 
today, and, on being inquired of concerning the 
matter, stated that if there was any large profit 
in the Warden's contract the Directors were 
ignorant of the fact. He also stated that in the 
next meeting of the Board of Directors in Feb- 
ruary the matter would be investigated and the 
real facts ascertained. The present board are 
all Republicans, but Murdock is a Democrat, 
having been elected before the present board 
came in, and his term of office being for four 
years. Murdock is said to have a sharp eye for 
business, and there is a general belief that his 
contract for the prison offal is an exceeding! 
fat one, to say the least of it. It is not believed, 
bowever, that there is any crookedness on the 
part ot the Prison Directors,but that if anytbi 

is wrong it is the result of an oversight, and 

not intentional. 


PORK-PACKING AT DAVENPORT, IA.

The Supreme Court of Blue 
Island Gets in Its 
Work 


And Sets Aside an Act of the Legisla- 
ture on the Ground of In- 
definitness. 


The Plight in Which Street, Chatfield 
& Co. Momentarily Find 
Themselves. 


The Matter to Be Brought at Once Before 
the Higher Oourts. 


The way of the Justice of the Peace—particu- | 
larly a country Justice—certainly passeth all 
understanding. Many citizens know by 
and wearisome experience of the sche and 
tricks by which coliection agencies, aided and 
abetted by friendly rural Justices, worried busi- 
neas-men by issuing garnishment summonses 
returnable in some outside town at an early hour 
in the morning. The person garnisheed, wheth- 
er he held any money on account of the alleged 
debtor or not, in many cases had to take the 
train overnight so as to be on hand in time in 
the morning. If he appeared the suit would be 
dismissed, only to be reinstated as soon as 
his back was turned, and the same process 
repeated until claims, often unjust and in all 
cases swelled with costs, were paid to avoid the 
nuigance. If the person garnisheed did not ap- 
pear Judgment was entered, and finally he was 
com pelied to pay. 

So great were the evils and abuses of the law 
that the Legisiature last year attempted to 
ameod them. A law was passed which in effect 
probibited the hauling of citizens out to coun- 
try towns, but the Supreme Court in its wisdom 
declared this law unconstitudonal on the ground 
that it partook of the character of special leg- 
isiation. There were a good 
thought someth in the 
was needed to bead off the collection sharks 
and their judicial tools and coworkers, 
but after a brief interval the oid law was ro- 
stored. Another law was, however, ‘passed at 
the last session, and so tar has not been deciared 
uncoustitudonal by the Supreme Court, which 
it was boped would to some extent ameliorate 
the evils complained of. This was in the nat-

AN AMENDMENT TO THE LAW OF GARNISH- 

MENT, 
and forms Sec. 4 of Chap. @ (Hurd's Statutes of 
1861, p. 681). It reads as follows: 

SECrION I. Be tt enacied, etc., That Sec. 4 of an 
act entitled An actin regard to garnishment” 
be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Seo. 4. If such process is issued by a Justice 
of the Peace, it shall be made returnabie within 
the same time and served in the same manner 
as Other summonses issued by Justices of the 
Peace; provided, that io ali cases the person or 
persons for whose use such garuishee summons 
is issued shall advance through the Constabie or 
other officer serv the same to the persorg or 
persons so summoned as garnishee or —

expenses which dave been tende and re- 
ceived under the provisions of this section, in 
addition to tne amouut found to be due from 
the person or persons 60 garnisheed.” 

THE GOOD EFFECT OF THIS AMENDMENT 
remained even after the new Justice of the 
Peace act bad been rejected. The collection 
agents, who work on a percentage of what they 
can recover, did not relish the idea of advancing 
from $2 to $3 every time they issued a garuisbee 
summons. Their hope of collecting their claims 
rests of course on their success in annoying em- 
ployers, who are compelled either to detend such 
suits or to discharge their employés who bave 
falien into the hands of such agencies. It was 
easy enough to do this under the old law, but 
the provision that the fees and mileage must be 
paid in advance by the garnishor spoilt the 
game. The law quoted above would scem to be 
straight aud plain enough i@ all its provisions, 
leaving no room for doubt as to its intent and 
meaning. But now comes Justice Farnum, of

That gentieman made some inguiries of Justice 
Farnum about the business, aud. to his aston- 
ishmeat, Farnum said that be knew the fees 
and mileage had not been tendered, but 
that be did not believe such was neces- 
sary. Referred to the statute, be re- 
plied that he bad taken legal advice 
on the matter, and while the lawyers did vot ali 
agree, the majority heid that the law was void on 
the ground of its indefinitness. He said 
further that he had solicited a written opinion 
from a prominent attorney in Chicago, which 
be had not yet received, but considered that 
would bear him out in the view he had taken.

Street. Chatfield & Co. are just as firmly fixed as 
ever in their determination to fight the claim 
which bas grown so largely on their bands, and 
are in consultation with attorneys as to the best 
means to test the matter.

AMUSEMENTS. 


“Aida™ by the Mapleson Opera Com- 
pany. 

It was not a pleasant announcement that was 
found on a slip of paper in each seat at Haver- 
ly’s Theatre last evening, and yet it was one that 
might have been expected. Signor Campanini's 
boarseness was so appareut on Wednesday night 
that it was with difficulty he was enabied to go 
through nis part. Singing then did not improve 
bis throat, so yesterday afternoon it waa found 
necessary to substitute Sigaor Runcio in the 
part of Rhadames in order to avoid a change in 
the intended opera. Another alteration was 
also made in the cast that was not made pubiic, 
and that was the intrusting of the part of Ham- 
je to Signor Novara instead of to Siguor 
Monti, as was anoounced in the even- 
ing’s program. The four other members of 
the cast remained as published. “Aida” is a 
familiar opera to all opera-goers Lere. Patti 
gave us the third act but a few weeks ago. Then 
it was twice given by the Beaupian opera com- 
pany with Ambre, Tournie, and Labiache last 
March. During Col. Mapieson’s third season here 
it was given once, Jan. 31. 1881, with Campanini, 
Galassi, Novara, Monti, Cary, and Valleria, and 
the month before it had been given twice by 
the Strukosch-Hess company. It was also given 
three times with Ambre and Valleris during 
Mapleson’s second season here in 1880. It is 
fairly ranked as Verdi's masterpiece. After 
four years of slience the maestro surpassed his 
best efforts, and to all the old warmth and 
sweetness of melody combived with brilliancy of 
fancy and execution added ue grandeur, mass- 
ive orchestration, and an unexpected wealth of 
harmoay. “ Aida isa trying opera, requiring 
many adjuncts in the way of appropriate and 
varied scenery, rich costumes, and a large force 
of auxiliaries to give proper effect to its inter- 
pretation. The score, too, is full of difficulties, 
and although there are but six principal cbhar- 
acters, or rather five, the demands upon their 
vocal capabilities are constant and well cal- 
culated to put their musical powers to a severe 
test. As an illustration of the difficulties at- 
tendant upon its proper presentation, it may be 
said that at the first general rebearsal prior to 
its production at Cairo the singers were kept 
steadily at work from 7 in the evening 
until balf-past 3 the next morning before 
they could even read the music correctly. 
Being then a heavy and exacting opera, it de- 
mands the very best talent for its inter pretation, 
and a satisfactory performance is much more 
difficult to achieve than in the other and lighter 
works forming the chief constituents of the 
répertoire of a traveling opera company. That 
the audience last night was thoroughly satisfied 
we do not believe, and yet in some respects 
there was much in the rendition of Aida to 
commend. The scenery was good, the costumes 
handsome and appropriate, and the auxiliaries 
taking part in the pageantof the second act 
and in the march in the last one numerous 
and fairly well drilled. The chorus, too, was 
strong and effective, and Signor Arditi had bis 
orchestra well under control. The brass-band 


playing in the second act was very bad, and 


added nothing to the quality of the final con- 
certed number. 

Of the two débutantes, one of them, Mile. 
Cobianchi, may be dismissed with few werds. 
Her voice is totaily unsuited to the part of 
Amneris. It bas hardly anythingof the con- 
tra lto quality, and the iutonauon is very faulty. 
while at no time was its effect pleasing—except 
when completely drowned by the combined 
choral and orchestral forces. Mile. Rossinis 
début was, all things considered, a fair success. 
The lady is slightly below the meaium bight, 
with a good figure and an expressive face. It 
was difficult to judge of her personal appear- 
ance, so completely were her features 
disguised by her Ethiopian make-up. Her 
voice is a pure soprano, with a range 
of about two octaves, strong in the lower notes 
and in thorough command all through. She uses 
it with considerable skill, and in the high notes 
it is generally clear and of great power. It is 
sharp without being sbrill, and is easily beard 
above all the others, even in concerted pieces. It 
is not a sympathetic voice and without sweet- 
ness. At times it is possessed of a certain harsh 
and uopleasant metallic quality in the more 
brilliant passages. Mlle. Rossini affects the 
tremolo, which is a serious fault when used so 
indiscriminately. She was heard with best effect 
in the fimale of the second act. in the “ Numi 
pieta,” and the duo with Amneris in the 
third act. In the “Numi pieta” she 
sang with considerable patbos and some 
little sweetness. In highly dramatic passages 
Mile. Rossini was at her best, and is quite an in- 
teresting actress. It would hardly be possibie to 
judge of her merits accurately after a single 
hearing. There is apparentiy much promise for 
the future in ber lyric qualifications. The other 
performers call for no especial mention. Galassi 
is always effective, and, although this is buta 
small part, he invested the role of Amenasro 
with all the charm of his noble voice and 
conscientious acting. Signor Runcio gave an 
unsatisfactory performance, but allowance is to 
be made considering the late hour at which he 
took the part. Tonight the opera of “ Faust” 
will be given, with the following cast:

Finally Dewars went over, made out 
an affidavitin his own handwriting, and swore 
that the gir! was of proper age. whereupon tne 
license was issued, tne parties went back to his 
olfice, and were married by him. Whea old man 
Rocke discovered that his dauehter was married 
to Wiedemann be weat to where the newly- 
married couple were staying and raised such a 
row that the police arrested the three and 
locked them up at the West Madison Street Sta- 
tion. Rocke announces his determination to 
prosecute Justice Demars for falsely swearing 
that his daughter was over 18 years of age, 
and also to have bis son-in-law arrested 
as a vagrant, he having done nothing since 
his arrival in tnis country, five months 
ago, but for a living. is is the father’s 
version of affair. Justice Demars, on the 
cootrary, Claims that he acted in good faith in 
the matter.

SUSPENDED SENTENCES. 
HENRY FELDMAN REAPPEARS ON THE STAGE. 
Henry Feldman, alias Henry Walton, arrested 

on complaint of D. Dalziel fur the theft of an 
annual pass issued to him by the Northwestern 
Railroad, still remains in the custody of Con- 
stable A. C. Underwood, Feldman, for reasons 
hereafter stated, not having been committed to 
jailon the mittimus issued by Justice Meech in 
default of $500 bail. In his affidavit before Jus- 
tice Meech Dalziel alleges that Feldman took the 
pass to C. G. Lincoln, a ticket-sealper at No. 
83 Clark street, and raised $25 on it. When Lin- 
coln was taken before Justice Kaufmann he 


produced a letter purporting to come from Dal- 
ziel, in which the latter said he wished to raise 
money on the ticket. This letter Daiziel pro- 
nounced a forgery—it was written by Feldman— 
and Lincoln was discharged as being innocent of 
any knowledge of ite borus character. Consta- 
ble Underwood asserts that the reason that be 
did pot commit Feldman to the County Jail was 
that both Dalziel and Lincoin requested bim not 
to, but to keep him in bis personal custody 
until Friday, as they did not think they 
wou ld proescute the case, and, as evidence that 
the cuse would not be prosecuted, the Constable 
showed THe Trinune reporter the following 
letter from Dalziel to Justice Meech—a letter ob- 
tained doubtiess by the prayers of Feidman's 
mother:

FELDMAN’S RECORD. 

The arrest of Harry Feidman Wednesday on a 
charge of crookedness in connection with 
the sale of a stolen railroad pass 
brings to the surface another thief who 
escaped punishment on a previous occasion 
by baving his sentence suspended. This is 
the seventh one within a month—the time dur- 
ing which TRIBUNE reporters have been keeping 
especial watch over “first offenders"’ who were 
let off by the Judges of the Criminal Court. 
Judge Gardner is responsible for Feldman’s re- 
lease. This young mon, it will perhaps be re- 
membered, was a messenger in the employ of 
the Merchants“ Loan & Trust Company, and ran 
away witb a $6,000 draft, which Charies Baticy 
got cashed for him. Both were caught, and 
pleaded guilty. Bailey was sentenced to two 
years in Joliet, and is now there. The relatives 
and friends of Feidman, however, rushed to bis 
rescue. When first received at the County Jali 
bo said he was 19 years old, but in court 
a relative anda friend swore that he was only 
15. Judge Gardner sentenced him on this snow- 
ing to three years in the reform echool, but he 
finally yielded to the solicitations made and re- 
leased Feldman, who, of course, acted well bis 
part, and promised to be a good boy. Know- 
ing that Judge Gardner nad been imposed on, 
and thinking he might tind it out, the scamp 
took the first train for Canada to guard against 
rearrest. An idea ot the kind of boy he is cao 
be gathered from what he said to his mother, 
who was maiuly instrumental in getting him out 
of his trouble. She cailed at the jail to see 
him when rst locked up there, and, naturally. 
as soon as she saw him tears came into her eyes. 
Whereupon he said: ce up, mother. Have 
some style about you. This thing will soon be 
over. won't be sere long.” He wasright. 4 
scheme was concocted, and Judge Gardner didn't 
see through it, aud turned him out. And now he 
is in trouble again. He ought to be taken be- 
fore Judge Gardner at once and sept to the pen- 
itentiary under his old plea. It can easily be 
shown, from bis own statements, that be is 19 
years old, and being over 16, the Judge cau set 
aside the old reform-senool sentence, and give 
bim five years in Joliet. Then, for that lenvth 
of time at least, he willbe kept away from bad 
company, and not open to temptation—in other 
— aa ve a chance to reform.

A BOGUS DIVORCE. 

FIRST APPEARANCE OF JUDGE SHAW, OF 
CHICAGO. 

A New York dispatch published in yesterday's 
TRIBUNE gave the brief particulars of a bold 
and bare-faced attempt to prove a prisoner in- 
nocent of a charge of bigamy by producing in 
court a certified copy of a decree of divorce 
purporting to have been obtained in this city, 
where no decree of the kind was ever issued. 
The man on trial is Walter H. Chase, a profes- 
sional bigamist and a school-teacher, who, so far 
as known, has never resided here. It is known 
that he has been married at least three 
times, and it is admitted that he was 
divorced from his first wife in 1875. He then 
married Mary 8. Chase, who is the prosecuting 
witness in the present suit, and not long ago 
was united in bonds of ye to another 
woman, who now res us Wife No.3. To off- 
got the testimony of Mary 8. Chase, the prisoner, 
through his attorney, produced a certitied copy 
of a divorce which was granted Aug. 22, 1881, by 
James B. Shaw, Judge of the Circuit Court of 
this county, and to which was also attached the 
name of Charies 8. Crabbe, Clerk of the court. 

The attorneys for the defense had their sus- 
picions aroused, and wrote a letter of inquiry to 
Josiah II.

THE CABLE CARS. 

THEY WILL START REGULARLY TOMORROW. 

The Chicago City Street Railroad Company 
made the trial trip over the new cable road loug 
before dawn yesterday morning. The grip or 
smoking-car was run the full length of the line 
from Twentieth to Madison street four tides, 
carrying a load of passengers, the number on 
the car at one time being nearly forty. The first 
car was started on a speed of about 
three miles por hour, which was increased 
gradually, and a subsequent trip down to 
Madison street was made in seventeen 
minutes, * two minutes for delay at 
Archer avenue. This rate ot speed is equal to 
eight miles per hour, which is about the time 
the new system is expected to run on. The trial 
trips were entirely successful. The cable, which 
had just been oiled, worked smoothly. re 
were no hitches of uence, and the horse- 
less car made the round trip with ease. Every- 
thing worked to a charm, and President Holmes 
is said to have expressed himseif as much 
pleased with the experiment. 

Last evening the engine was kept in motion 
for several hours in order to get it and the cable 
to work smoothly. The grip-car was not taken 
out last evening. The company expect to give 
a party of stockholders a ride over the new road 
in one of the new passenger-vars Saturday after- 
noon, aud probably several of the cars will ap- 
pene on the track after tne first trip has been 
made. 

The smoking-car, which it is intended shall be 
coupled with the passenger-coach, is a rataer 
Smallopen car containing seating capacity for 
about twenty-five 2 The backs of the 
seats are reversible— same as in a railroad 

*nger-coach—and the steps which runjacross 
either side are broader than those usually seen 
on open street-cars, making it mucb safer to 
sten off wulle the car is in motion. The brake, 
etc., are in the centre, inclosed so that they do 
not interfere with the space ullotted to passen- 
gers.

That agreement was 
acted on for years, and divers accountings bad 
under it. There was a valid, continuing ovliga- 
tion on Fraser's part to account, and he could 
not escape from it in any Way, as long as he re- 
tained bis interest in the patent. Nor could be 
rescind it without restoring everything to its 
former position. When Gates’ interest passed 
to his assignee in bankruptcy, that agreement to 
account passed also with the patent right, and 
when Gates again bought back the patent right 
the right to account still accompanied it. As 
long as Fraser continued to exercise the right of 
a joint owner by nting lecenses and receiv- 
ing ticense-fees, he must account. The decree 
of the court below must therefore be reversed. 


The Supersedeas. 
The Appellate Court, on the application of 
Mr. Forrest, issued a supersedeas yesterday in 
the case of Thomas Henning, who was 


‘convicted of complicity in the plot to biow 


up the Chicago Stove-Works, and sentenced 
to one year in the Bridewell. The ground upon 
which the stay Was granted was that there was 
no proof that the flask containing the powder 
wes a deadly weapon, the verdict of the jury 
having been that Henning was guilty of an as- 
sault with a deadly weapon, since the lives of 
the employés were endangered, and ove or two 
of them were burt by the explosion. The argu- 
ments will be made at the March term.

The Law of Estoppel. 

Judge McAllister filed the opinion in the case 
of Joseph Dinet against Alexander Eilert, which 
discussed the doctrine of estoppel.

Niehoff for conversion of a two-story house 
and engine and boiler situated on land belong- 
ing to Dinet. He acquired title under a chattel- 
mortgage sale by Charles Schmidt to Louis 
Glanz. and by Glanzto Eilert on the 6th of Au- 
gust, 1880. Two days before, Dinet had seized 
the house, engine, etc., on a distress warrant for 
unpaid rent. Aug. 6, 1880, Nieboff also scized 
the same property on a writ of attach- 
ment. Rilert recovered a judgment for 
8800. house was originally built by 
one Dreschler while tenant of net 
but there was evidence tending to show it did 
not become Dreschler's property, and no evi- 
dence to show that Glam bad any titie when he 
guve the chattel mortgage.

title. The courts had not extended the doctrine 
of estoppel to that extent. The act was regard- 
ed as operating uo further than as an admission. 
which was frequently founded on erroneous in- 
formation, and, therefore, not conclusive like 
an estoppel. There were also errors in the in- 
structions, and the judgment of the court below 
would have to De reversed.

No Decision-—A Dictum Only. 
Id the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

On1caGco, Jan, 26.—The prevailing opinion 
among the legal fraternity of Chicago is that 
the Supreme Court have made no decision against 
the constitutionality of our Probate Court. In 
fact, they could not make such a decision for 
the best of all possible reasons, and that is, that 
the case was not Before the court. A horse 
cannot cross a bridge wefore he reaches it, and 
no more could the Supreme Court of Lilinois 
destroy the Probate Court of Cook County. 

The court has no jurisdiction to decide a case 
until due and formal notice bas been given to 
all parties legally interested. The Probate 
Judge and the people of Cook County have im- 
mense interests at stake in this matter, and the 
have bad no legal notice, or notice of any kind, 
that its existence was to be attacked. 

The case before the Supreme Court was an ap- 
peal from the County Court, and in deciding 
that the latter court had no jurisdiction of the 
ease at bar; the Supreme Court incidentally and 
unnecessarily, by way of argument, threw out 
remarks whict, if deiiberately repeated and al- 
firmed in a case properly before that court, 
would wipe the Probate Court out of existence. 
But no such effect can properly be attributed to 
the dictum of Judge Scott thrown out by way of 
argument in a case where this question did not 
arise. The decision in the case of Kiokke vs. 
Dodge is final and conclusive, and in that de- 
cision the full bench must be presumed to have 
coneurred. But of the seven Judges coustitut- 
ing the full bench, it is very possible that Judge 
Scott alone, who drew the opinion—or, at auy 
rate, less than a majority of the seven Judges— 
were A cme of the sweeping language made 
use of. 

U pon deliberate reéxamination and sober sec- 
ond thought, when made tully aware of the im- 
mense interests invotved, itis very sible and 
even probable that a majority of the court 
would refuse to indorse the strained and faulty 
logic of Judge Scott's opinion. 

Judges are not infallible, and law libraries are 
full of overruled cases,in many of which emi- 
nent and learned judges have ou more mature, 
deliberate examination and reflection reversed 
thei rst decisions. At all events, the Probate 
Court of Cook County is not yet defunct, and 
cannot be so considered until by quo warranto 
or other proper legal proceeding the case is 
brought legitimately and formally before the 
Supreme Court, & be argued and decided upon 
its own merits. 

The language used in deciding the case of 
Klokke va. Dodge was onlya dictum, and can 
have no effect upon the Probate Court until de- 
liberately applied in a case properly before the 
Supreme Court, to which it is germane; and no 
lawyer with whom I dave conversed is willing to 
believe that the full bench, after full considera- 
tion, would consent to affirm Judge Scott's ill- 
advised and destructive dictum. J. .

Among 
the chiefest of these is the new meth- 
od of preparing and preserving green win- 
ter feed in pics, now rapidly growing 
into tavor; the problematic advantages 
of the cream-gathering system, with which the 
factorymen ot lowa are experimenting, the 
olegnargarine and suine evil, and the claims 
under the Hubbell patents for royalty on cheese- 
hoops, fillers, and bumdages.
